I know a man who was one of these countless domestic 
military spooks and they spied on everyone, even each other. He served in Maryland. When 
last I saw him he worked in Frederick. To give you the flavor* he had to go to work once 
several hours early. He caught another military agent tapping the phones of his unit. He 
threw his pistol on the intruder and his unit kept the fellow solider prisoner all day.

I think you should know the story as fully as I can tell it. It spiders out considerably. 
Into many Watergate aspects and with a number of Watergate figures. It leads to a man you 
once offered to introduce me to. I feel ellipsis is necessary in your interest for the 
moment and I fear you may not recall back to your House days. But once we met in the 
room Members have for meeting people and this man, who figured in the work I was then 
doing, was there. He has since become considerable more prominent. Andy kopkind was also 
there and you introduced us. Tou offered to introduce me to this important Member and 
x had no desire for it. 
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You were much more sophisticated than X back in those days about a decade ago* X was 
more trusting and unwilling to believe there could be the excesses now partly public. You 
may not remember it but you finally said that as soon as X left a publisher's offioe a 
federal agent walked in* That may or may not have happened but other things did. 

At two of the publishing houses recently identified as having CIA connections I 
was told by the top editorial people that my first book would be a best-seller but there 
was a rejection* These are Fraeger and McKay. The editorial chief at McKay was a former 
OSS (headquarters) man who knew me from the first job X did In OSS, although, we had never 
met. His letter predicting the book would be a best-seller is (me of those on the inside 
back cover of Whitewash. There are other publishers there may be reason to believe were 
with CIA involvements in those days. And not only publishers, in publishing. X believe 
that one CIA operation had to do with preventing publication, what you suspected of the 
FBI 10 years ago. X have names, addresses and other leads for you. One of the names is 
now known throughout the world. 

Hot long after my work attracted international attention I learned of a still un- 
exposed type of superficially legitimate CXA domestic surveillance. They had, whether or 
not it still exists, a cover for this and they used commercial services. Hers X can pro- 
duce and identify witnesses, have transcripts and tapes of conversations, bills rendered, 
checks in payment, carbons of what X said that were ordered and paid for, envelopes in 
which checks were mailed - the whole bit. While it was all clandestine, all of what X have 
X obtained properly. The national manager of this commercial service actually told me, 
with Jim I*esar hearing it, that X have or hold "the all-time track record" for CXA 
interest. He disclosed also an intimate knowledge of my work and the CIA's interest in it 
as well as their strong reaction to it. 

X have been wanting to do something about this, regarding it as a serious intrusion 
into ay First-Amendment rights. Until recently it has not been possible. But three weeks 
ago Jim Lesar gad X saw CIA general counsel Warner. He played games with us, X told him so, 
only more politely, gave him leads to check, and he was supposed to have been back In touch 
with us. If there is not some satisfactory redress of this grievance we propose suing. If 
they do not deliver what X have asked for under the Freedom of Information lav we will sue 
for that, too. And hors X have copies of some and proofs, so it should not be a complete 
futility. X think It can provide the means for bringing more to light, through discovery. 

Ve should also be able to take some interesting depositions! If we have to, we are 
not unwilling to try. 

The intermingling of foreign and national or domestic activities is something else 
of which you ogght be aware because the pretext for secrecy and sometimes the cover is for- 
eign activity, considered proper. X have enough here to leave no doubt at all, specifies 
including names and addresses. 

X am more than pleased that you will be part of it because this new investigation 
goes to the integrity of society and is another aspect of the creeping authoritarianism 
than has long interested you. X am also delighted at the opportunity it gives you. Ve do 
wish you the best of luck and offer any help possible.
